HOW  TO  STENCIL 


There  are  various  methods  you  may  use  to  make  your  stencil: 

1 .  Box  Stencil — cut  the  stencil  in  the  bottom  of  a  box  and  then  use  the 

box  to  store  spray  paint  as  you  move  from  place  to  place. 

2.  Screen  Stencil — gesso  the  negative  parts  of  the  stencil  on  a  wire  screen 

The  paint  will  then  spray  thru  the  positive  parts. 

3.  Cylinder — relief  words/images  on  a  cylinder  shape  to  be  rolled  in  paint 

and  then  on  the  street. 

4.  Freehand  painting — as  long  as  you  are  consistant. 

5.  Regular  stencil—made  out  of  paper  or  cardboard.

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Graffiti  With  a  Message 

To  the  artists,  it  is  a  social  message. 

To  the  police,  it  is  a  nuisance.  To 
the  public,  it  is  graffiti. 

During  October,  New  York  artists 
are  spray-painting  images  and  mes- 
1  sages  about  the  homeless  on  the  city’s 
streets.  So  far,  the  police  have  not  in¬ 
terfered. 

For  “Homeless  at  Home,”  as  the 
project  is  called,  some  50  artists  have 
painted  on  the  city’s  streets  and  on 
fences  around  construction  sites, 
mostly  in  midtown  around  Fifth  Ave¬ 
nue  and  57th  Street.  They  are  using 
acrylic  paint  which  takes  about  four 
months  to  wear  away. 

“The  police  stopped  us  twice,”  re¬ 
ported  Glenn  Weiss,  director  of  the 
Storefront  gallery  at  51  Prince  Street, 
which  is  headquarters  for  the  project. 
“Then,  they  throve  on.” 

The  police,  however,  say  that  the 
artists’  action  is  illegal.  “It’s  a  viola¬ 
tion  of  law,”  said  Inspector  Robert  E 
Burke,  a  Police  Department  spokes¬ 
man.  “If  they  don’t  cease  when 
they’rq  told  to  stop,  they  would  prob 
ably  be  given  summonses.  If  they 
paint  on  construction  sites,  it’s  pri¬ 
vate  property.  If  the  owner  has  no  ob¬ 
jection,  we  would  do  nothing.” 


When  artists  painted  on  sipewaiks 
and  streets  on  Aug.  6  to  mark  the  40th 
anniversary  of  the  bombing  of  Hiro¬ 
shima,  the  police  issued  summonses 
'  to  14  people  for  criminal  mischief. 

“I  don’t  think  the  police  care  about 
this,”  Mr.  Weiss  said  of  the  “Home¬ 
less”  project. 

Its  purpose?  “Artists  acting  to¬ 
gether  to  publicly  present  their  feel¬ 
ings  about  the  issues  of  home  and 
homelessness.”  their  manifesto 
reads. 

On  Monday,  the  group  marched  up 
Fifth  Avenue,  carrying  an  80-foot 
banner  with  messages  stenciled  on  it. 
Another  march  is  planned  for  today, 
on  Fifth  Avenue  between  53d  and  59th 
Streets,  and  an  exhibition  of  the  sten¬ 
ciled  works  on  Saturday  at  the  Store¬ 
front  gallery.  Tomorrow,  100  artists 
are  scheduled  to  gather  at  Columbus 
Circle  for  another  paint-in.  Project 
organizers  say  the  artists  will  be 
painting  all  month.

"Images  and  Words  about  Homeless" 
October  12  to  November  2,  1985 


"Images  and  Words  about  Homelessness"  was  an  exhibition  of  color  images 
stenciled  on  the  wall  of  the  Storefront  by  artists  and  architects  who 
created  simple  graphics  dramatizing  the  problem  of  homelessness. 
Images  were  also  stenciled  on  certain  New  York  City  streets  to  create 
public  awareness  and  on  a  banner  created  as  a  permanent  record  of  the 
exhibition. 

The  exhibition  was  curated  by  Carlo  McCormick  and  Robert  Costa  and 
coordinated  by  Glenn  Weiss,  co-director  of  Storefront,  Barbara  Yoshida, 
coordinator  of  the  Artists  Committee,  Shirin  Neshat,  Carla  Davis,  both 
members  of  the  Artists  Committee,  Rosemary  Cellini  and  Kim  Higgins, 
co-directors  of  the  project. 

Selected  stencils  were  used  in  a  window  installation  at  Printed  Matter, 
New  York,  New  York  in  November,  1985  curated  by  Lucy  Lippard,  art 
critic.  Selected  stencils  will  also  be  used  in  the  upcoming  issue  of 
Upfront,  published  by  PAD  (Political  Art  Documentation  and 
Dissemination) .

Graffiti  With  a  Message 

To  the  artists,  it  is  a  social  message. 

To  the  police,  it  is  a  nuisance.  To 
the  public,  it  is  graffiti. 

During  October,  New  York  artists 
are  spray-painting  images  and  mes- 
!  sages  about  the  homeless  on  the  city’s 
streets.  So  far,  the  police  have  not  in¬ 
terfered. 

For  “Homeless  at  Home,”  as  the 
project  is  called,  some  50  artists  have 
painted  on  the  city’s  streets  and  on 
fences  around  construction  sites, 
mostly  in  midtown  around  Fifth  Ave¬ 
nue  and  57th  Street.  They  are  using 
acrylic  paint  which  takes  about  four 
months  to  wear  away. 

“  The  police  stopped  us  twice,”  re¬ 
ported  Glenn  Weiss,  director  of  the 
Storefront  gallery  at  51  Prince  Street, 
which  is  headquarters  for  the  project. 
“Then,  they  drove  on.” 

The  police,  however,  say  that  the 
artists’  action  is  illegal.  “It’s  a  viola¬ 
tion  of  law,”  said  Inspector  Robert  F. 
Burke,  a  Police  Department  spokes¬ 
man.  “If  they  don’t  cease  when 
they’re  told  to  stop,  they  wouKTprob- 
ably  be  given  summonses.  E&Th^y 
paint  on  construction  sites,  it ’^pri¬ 
vate  property.  If  the  owner  has  no  ob¬ 
jection,  we  would  do  nothing.” 

When  artists  painted  on  sidewalks 
and  streets  on  Aug.  6  to  mark  the  40th 
anniversary  of  the  bombing  of  Hiro¬ 
shima,  the  police  issued  summonses 
to  14  people  for  criminal  mischief. 

“I  don’t  think  the  police  care  about 
this,”  Mr.  Weiss  said  of  the  “Home¬ 
less”  project. 

Its  purpose?  “Artists  acting  to¬ 
gether  to  publicly  present  their  feel¬ 
ings  about  the  issues  of  home  and 
homelessness,”  their  manifesto 
reads. 

On  Monday,  the  group  marched  up 
Fiftn  Avenue,  carrying  an  80-foot 
banner  with  messages  stenciled  on  it. 
/Another  march  is  planned  for  today, 
on  Fifth  Avenue  between  53d  and  59th 
Streets,  and  an  exhibition  of  the  sten¬ 
ciled  works  on  Saturday  at  the  Store¬ 
front  gallery.  Tomorrow,  100  artists 
are  scheduled  to  gather  at  Columbus 
Circle  for  another  paint-in.  Project 
organizers  say  the  artists  will  be 
painting  all  month.

Street  art 
a  plea  for 
homeless

Another  graffiti  art  cam¬ 
paign  got  into  full  gear  last 
night  but  this  time,  the  graffi¬ 
ti  are  not  in  the  subways  but 
in  the  streets,  and  it  is  for  a 
good  cause — the  homeless.  - 

This  month,  more  than  100 
artists  will  be  spray-painting 
messages  about  the  plight  of 
lie  homeless  in  a  carefully 
orchestrated  campaign  by 
the  Storefront  for  Art  and 
Architecture,  51  Prince  St 

“This  action,”  said  Glenn 
Weiss,  co-director  of  the  non¬ 
profit  artists-and-architects 
group,  “begins  from  the  re¬ 
cognition  that  a  home  is  an 
essential  foundation  of  hu¬ 
man  existence.” 

Although  a  few  trial-run 
messages  have  been  painted, 
the  big  work  was  scheduled 
to  start  last  night  under  cov¬ 
er  of  darkness,  starting  at  11 
at  Columbus  Circle,  where 
the  streets  were  to  be  filled 
with  artists  quietly  spray- 
painting. 

Raising  wave  length 

“Everything  that  raises  a 
wave  length  helps,”  said 
Robert  Hayes,  the  executive 
director  of  the  Coalition  for 
the  Homeless.  “Although  we 
don’t  endorse  illegal  spray¬ 
painting,  we  absolutely  sup¬ 
port  their  desire  to  help,” 
Hayes  said.  “People  have  to 
1o  what  they  can  do  best” 

The  artists  said  they  had 
chosen  paint  which  would 
dissolve  within  four  months. 

One  of'  the  first  mes¬ 
sages— done  in  a  trial  run 
last  w-eek— is  at  the  north-

west  corner  of  57th  St.  and 
Fifth  Ave.  At  night,  homeless 
people  can  be  seen  sleeping 
next  to  the  walls  of  some  of 
the  city’s  most  expensive 
stores  in  this  area. 

“Spray -painting  the 

streets  is  illegal,”  said  a 
Police  Department  spokes¬ 
man,  “because  it  is  damaging 
city  property.  It  ranges  from 
a  misdemeanor  to  a  felony 
depending  on  the  amount  of 
damage  and  the  culpability 
of  the  mental  state  of  the 
perpetrator.” 

Treated  gingerly 

But  so  far,  the  police  have 
been  treating  the  situation 
gingerly. 

“We  haven’t  had  any  trou¬ 
ble  from  the  police,”  said 
Weiss,  one  of  the  founders  of 
the  group.  “But  they  have 
warned  us.  But  the  cops 


understand  the  homeless 
problem.  There  are  11,000 
homeless  children  in  the 
city.” 

The  artists’  campaign  has 
been  mounted  in  stages.  On 
Friday  afternoon,  the  artists 
held  a  demonstration  on 
Fifth  Ave.  between  53th  and 
59th  St.  at  Fifth  Ave.,  where 
they  carried  banners  about 
the  homeless  situtation. 

On  Saturday  night,  the 
artists  exhibited  their  sten¬ 
cils  at  their  Prince  St. 
storefront 

They  are  not  daunted  by 
skeptics  who  think  the  pro¬ 
ject  is  either  fruitless  or  self¬ 
ish  self-promotion. 

“We  aren’t  in  the  econo¬ 
mic  bracket  to  contribute 
money,”  said  Betsy  McClel¬ 
land,  a  participating  artist. 
“What  we  can  do  is  bring  up 
the  issue  to  the  general  pub¬ 


lic,  so  the  answers  can  be 
found  by  politicians  and  lead¬ 
ers  of  the  community.” 

Not  self-promotion 

McClelland  said  the  artists 
cannot  use  this  project  for 
self-promotion  because  the 
art  wqrk  is  not  signed,  and 
they  are  donating  their 
services. 

“I  feel  that  art  in  the 
streets  can  get  people’s  atten¬ 
tion  that  homelessness  is  in¬ 
creasing  in  the  city  and  in  the 
country,"  said  architect  Sy 
Rutkin.  “And  architects  can 
bring  pressure  for  funds  for 
low  and  moderate-income 
housing.” 

Rutkin  said  that  one 
reason  there  were  so  many 
homeless  people  was  that  the 
federal  government  has 
severely  cut  back  on  housing 
programs.
